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Of  the  Pyrmont  Water. 

THIS  Water  bath  for  Ages  been  in  the 
higheft  Repute  for  its  Medicinal  Virtues-. 
Pyrmont  is  a  Town  in  Germany  ^  in  the 
Circle  of  Weft ph  ah  a 3  on  the  Confines  of  Brunf- 
wick ,  and  lies  about  forty  Miles  South- weft  of 
Hanover ,  Eaft  Longitude  90,  Latitude  52.  It 
is  the  Capital  of  a  County  of  the  fame  Name,  has 
a  ftrong  Caftle,  and  was  formerly  fubjedt  to  its 
own  Lords  ;  but  now  belongs  to  the  Counts  of 
Waldeck ,  who  nominate  a  Governor.  There  are 
a  great  Refort  of  German  and  other  Nobility,  to 
drink' the  Waters.  In  the  Neighbourhood  there 
are  one  or  two  Salt  Pits  ;  and  not  far  from  the 
Town  are  his  Majefty’s  Silver  and  Iron  Mines. 

In  Order  to  a  juft  Comparifon  of  this  cele¬ 
brated  Water,  both  with  the  German  Spa, 
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and  our  ordinary  EngUJh  and  Irijh  Chalybe- 
ates5  P  fball,  after  defcribing  its  fenfible  Qua- 
ljties5  and  {hewing  its  fuperior  Strength,  relate 
the  Experiments  made  on  it  in  common,  with 
other  Chalybeate  Waters.  By  the  Smell,  we  dis¬ 
cover  in  the  Wells  a  fulphureous  Vapour,  which 
makes  the  Water-Servers  giddy, .  and  it  is  from 
this,  that  Fifh,  Frogs,  Dudes,  and  Goilings* 
when  thrown  into  thefe  Wells,  grow  giddy,  lofe 
their  Strength,  and  at  laft  fall  down.  This  is 
alio  what  affe£is  Mankind  on  drinking  it,  with  a 
kind  of  Intoxication  or  Drunkennefs,  and  is  pro¬ 
bably  owing  to  the  Acid  of  Sulphur,  greatly  fub- 
iilized,  They  alfo  abound  wirh  Air,  or  an  elaf- 
tic  Vapour,  more  than  the  common  Acidules, 
whence,  when  they  are  to  be  tranfported  to  dis¬ 
tant  Places,  the  Bottles  mu  ft  be  not  only  not  quite 
filled,  but  left  open  fome  Hours,  left  they  burft  ; 
and  moreover,  they  fhould  be  kept  fome  Time 
before  they  are  drank.  I  obferved  the  rifing  of 
tne  Bubbles,  confequent  upon  pouring  it  out  into 
a  Glaft,  from  a  well-corktd  Bottle,  to  continue 
«ight  Hours,  when  the  like  Bubbles  from  bottled 
Ale,  did  not  continue  above  four  Hours.  It  is  of 
a  Tafte,  firft  Acid,  like  Wine,  pungent  and  re- 
frefhing,  afterwards  auftere  and  like  Vitriol.  It 
is  exquifitely  lyrnpid,  notwithftanding  the  largo 
Proportion  of  Contents  it  yields.  The  Water  is 
obferved  to  fuffer  no  Change  as  to  Strength,  by 
wet  or  dry  Weather,  and  is,  indeed  one  of  (if 
not  abfolutely)  the  richeft  of  all  Chalybeates  ; 
as  appears,  i.  By  the  great  Quantity  of  ochreous 
Sediment  it  yields.  2,  By  the  redder  Colour  of 
the  fame.  3.  It  retained  its  vitriolic  Tafte,  when 
it  had  been  expofed  three  Days  in  a  wide-mouthed 
Glafs,  nor  did  it  quite  lofe  it  in  fix  Days*  nor 
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the  Property  of  fir  iking  Purple  with  Galls,  with 
which-  it  itruck  a  deeper  Tincture,  and  retained 
this  Property  longer,  than  the  German  Spa. 
4.  It  bears  a  greater  Heat  than  common  Chaly- 
beates ;  for  it  tinged  a  deep  Purple  with  Galls, 
when  blood  warm,  nor  did  it  ceafe  to  ft  1  ike  a 
Purple  with  Galls,  though  weaker,  at  the  De? 
gree  of  fcalding  hot ;  nor  did  it  entirely  loofe 
this  Property,  when  juft  boiled.  5.  It  bears  Car¬ 
riage  better  than  the  Pouhon  Water  ;  nor  is  the 
Pyrmont  Water  fo  ibon  fpoiled  by  the  Air  ;  hav¬ 
ing  been  kept  a  Summer  and  Winter  without 
Decay. 

With  Alcalis  and  other  ufual  Precipitators,  the 
Appearances  were  as  follows,  viz.  Oil  of  Tartar, 
ftr  Deliquiumy  precipitates  from  it  a  large  white - 
yellowifh  grumous  Sediment.  The  like  Ap¬ 
pearance  arifes  with  Spirit  of  Sal  Armoniac,  and 
a  white  Incruftation- upon  the  Sides  of  the  Glafs.. 
It  does  not  lather,  but  yields  large  Cu;ds  with 
Soap.  With  Lime  Water,  a  fmall  yellowifh 
grumous  Precipitation.  With  Solution  of  Sugar 
of  Lead,  a  brownifh  white  Precipitation.-  With 
Solution  of  Silver  in  Aqua  Fortis,  a  Copper-co¬ 
loured  Scum,  and  a  large  white-brown  grumous 
Sediment.  With  Acids,  whether  mineral  or 
vegetable,  it  makes  a  manifeft  Ebullition ;  and 
it  was  obfervabie,  that  the.  Ebullition  was  much 
greater  in  the  frefh  Water,  than  in  that  which 
had  been  expofed  to  the  Air;  as  alfo  that  it  made 
a  greater  Ebullition  with  Acids,  than  did  the 
German  Spa.  With  an  equal  Quantity  of  Milk, 
Authors  obferve,  that  it  prevents  its  Coagulation; 
in  Summer  Time ;  yea,  that  being  mixed  with 
Milk,  preferves  it  from  curdling  four  or  five  Days, 
Wi.h  the  tinduring  Articles,  the  Appearance* 
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were  thefe;  with  the  Aufteres,  as  Tea,  BaLuL 
tine  flowers,  and  Galls,  firli  a  Blue,  then  a 
Purple,  and  then  a  black  Colour.  With  Log¬ 
wood,  Blue;  with  Syrup  of  Yrio!ets,  a  deep 
Green  ;  from  Sena  and  Rhubarb,  it  drew  deeper 
Tinftures,  than  did  either  common  Water,  or 
diltilled  Water. 

From  one  Gallon  of  this  Water,  you  may  ob* 
tain  about  two  Drams  and  two  Scruples  refiduum. 
Th  is  Refiduum  is  of  a  pale  brown,  or  white 
and  reddifh  Colour;  It  is  of  a  brackifh  Tafte, 
and  naufeoufly  bitter;  it  does  not  fo  foon  moil? 
ten  in  the  Air,  as  the  Refiduum  of  feveral  other 
Waters.  It  yields  about  one  third  Part  of  Sab, 
which  is  entirely  different  from  the  Salt  yielded 
bv  the  German  or  Pouhon  Spa,  not  only  in 
Tafte,  but  other  Appearances-;  for  though  it  ex¬ 
cited  an  Ebullition,  and  an  acid  Vapour  with  Oil 
of  Vitriol,  (though  lefs  than  the  Salt  of  the  Pour 
hon  Water)  it  made  no  Ebullition  with  other 
Acids,  which  the  Salt  of  the  Pouhon  Water  does; 
nor  did  it  turn  of  a  deep  Green*  with  Syrup  of 
Violets,  as  the  Salt  of  Pouhon  Water  dees,  but 
only  of  a  dilute  Green  ;  and  its  Solution  yielded 
white  Grumes,  with  Oil  of  Tartar* per  Deli qui~ 
urn ,  and  half  a  Dram  of  k,  boiled  with  half  a 
Pint  of  Milk,  curded  it  ftrongly.  All  Phyficians 
agree,  that  this  Water  hath  many  and  great  Vir¬ 
tues  :  as  to  its  Manner  of  operating,  it  common- 
] y  proves  diuretic,  frequently  fudorific,  even  to 
fuch  as  otherwife  fweat  with  Difficulty  :  When 
the  Humours^  abound  with  Salt  or  Bile,  it  com¬ 
monly  caufes  a  breaking  out  on  the  Skin  for  a 
little  Time.  It  commonly  moves  to  Stool,  and 
remarkably  more  than  the  Pouhon  Water,  and  it 
tinges  the  Stools  blacker  than  other  Acidulcae* 
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from  the  greater  Proportion  of  ferrugi neons  Prin¬ 
ciple  it  carries.  And  as  to  its  Virtues  ;  it  cor¬ 
rects  the  faline,  birter,  and  fharp  Humours,  of 
the  Stomach  and  Bowels,  fweetens  the  whole 
Mafs  of  Humours,  tempers  the  Heat  of  the 
Blood,  attenuates  and  diffolves  all  Obftru<£tfon$ 
of  the  Lungs,  Kidneys,  and  final!  VefTels,  and 
carries  off  all  Impurities  through  the  feveral  ex¬ 
cretory  Du£ls;  and  moreover,  as  it  ftrengthens 
the  Tone  of  the  folid  Parts,  it  prevents  the  frefti 
Accumulation  of  bad  Humours. 

It  is  of  the  greateff  Efficacy,  in  all  Diforders 
of  the  Stomach  and  Bowels  5  in  pituitous,  flatu¬ 
lent,  and  bilious  Cholics  ;  in  the  Worms  ;  ir* 
paralytic  Diforders,  Convulfions,  Cramps,  fcor- 
butic  Diforders,  Chlorofis,  obftru&ed  Menfes, 
Relaxations  of  the  Matrix,  and  Barrennefs. 

Ordinary  bloody  Fluxes  are  cured  by  thefe 
Waters,  in  a  more  fafe  and  fure  Manner,  than 
by  any  other  Method.  They  may  alfo  be  very 
profitably  drank,  mixed  with  half  Milk,  and  thus 
taken,  are  of  great  Ufe  to  gouty  and  fcorbutic 
Per  foils. 

The  after  Effe&s  of  thefe  Waters,  like  thofe 
of  the  Bath ,  are  confirmed  by  univerfal  Experi¬ 
ence,  viz.  that  the  greateft  Benefit  is  received 
fome  Weeks  or  Months  after  drinking  them:  and 
there  are  Inftances,  where  the  firft  and  fecond 
Year,  the  Water  made  no  Alteration  in  the  Dif- 
temper,  neverthelefs,  the  third  or  fourth,  the 
Patients  were  perfectly  cured. 

Some  Qbfervations  relating  to  the  Method  of 
taking  them,  may  not  be  thought  improper  here. 

The  Water-drinkers  at  the  Wells  generally 
take  from  three  to  fix  Pints,  and  find  no  Incon¬ 
venience,  but  good  Bffe&s  from  it ;  But  in  this 
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Kingdom,  the  common  Practice  is  to  drink  them, 
with  or  without  Wine,  at  Meals  ;  and  fometimeS" 
an  Half-pint  Glafs  befides,  twice  a  Day,  in  the 
Morning  and  Afternoon,  according  as  the  Fhyfi- 
cian  fhall  prefcribe,  and  whofe  Advice  we  would 
recommend  all  Water-drinkers  to  take,  before 
they  begin  their  Courfe.

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Of  the  Waters  of  Spa  ;  thefe  o/’Pouhon 

and  Geronfterre. 


AS  thefe  are  the  moft  celebrated,  and  of  the 
greateft  Antiquity  of  all  the  mineral  Wa¬ 
ters,  and  are  the  only  true  original  Spa  Water, 
from  which  the  Name  has  been  abufively  trans^ 
ferred  to  all  other  mineral  Waters,  ufed  medi¬ 
cinally,  and  are  univerfally  acknowledged  to 
have  a  wonderful  Efficacy  in  the  Cure  of  many 
Diforders,  we  fhall  give  a  very  minute  Account 
of  them. 

Spa  is  a  neat  Village  in  the  Parifh  of  Ardenna? 
in  the  Bifhopric  of  Leige ,  in  Fla?iders ,  feated  in  % 
Bottom,  encompaffed  on  all  Sides  with  Hills,  and 
on  the  North  with  ffeep  Mountains. 

The  Soil  is  very  barren,  fo  that  without  -b  urg¬ 
ing  and  liming,  it  would  not  produce  Nourifh- 
ment  for  the  Inhabitants,  and  even  with  thefe 
Helps,  yields  them  little  but  Rye  and  Oats.  How¬ 
ever,  they  are  abundantly  fupplied  with  all  things 
neceffary  to  the  Support  of,  or  that  may  afford 
Entertainment  or  Pleafure  to  the  Invalids,  who 
refort  thither,  and  at  a  reafonable  Price. 

As  an  Argument  of  the  Wholefomnefs  of  the 
Place,  it  is  cbferved,  that  there  are  fcarce  any 
Perfons  more  healthy,  or  more  long-lived,  than 
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at  Spa .  In  the  Neighbourhood  are  Mines,  from 
whence  Sulphur  and  Vitriol  are  prepared  ;  and 
by  the  acid  Vapors  whereof  thefe  Waters  are  pro¬ 
bably  impregnated. 

The  principal  Springs  are  the  Geronjlerre  and 
Poubon  $  the  Gerohjlerre  is  to  be  drank  only  at  the 
Place,  as  it  will  not  bear  Tranfportation ;  but 
the  Poubon  is  tranfported  into  this  and  many  o- 
ther  Kingdoms,  and  has  been  known,  when  well 
faved  and  corked,  to  keep  perfectly  good  for  two 
Years. 

I  fhall  firft  confider  the  Appearances,  exhibited 
by  the  Waters  themfelves ;  and  next,  the  Parts 
into  which  they  are  fpontaneoufly  or  artificially 
refolved.  And  firft,  as  to  the  fenfible  Qualities* 
the  Water  of  the  Poubon  Spring  is  of  an  acid  and 
vinous,  and  then  of  a  ferrugineous  and  vitriolic 
Tafte.  The  Geronjlerre  is  of  the  fame  Tafte; 
and  moreover,  at  the  Fountain-head,  has  a  ftrong 
Smell  and  Flavour  of  Sulphur,  even  fo  great  as 
to  refemble  rotten  Eggs,  (and  many  of  thofe, 
who  drink  it,  are  forced  to  hold  their  Nofes, 
whilft  drinking)  but  this  is  loft  by  carrying  it  a 
little  W ay  from  the  Fountain,  and  the  Chalybeate 
Tafte  only  retained.  It  is  alfo  obfervable,  that 
the  Geronjlerre  Water,  though  ftrongly  impreg¬ 
nated  with  Iron  and  Sulphur,  is  remarkably  cold  ; 
fo  that  thofe,  who  would  deduce  the  Heat  of 
mineral  Waters  folely  from  the  Combination  of 
thofe  two  Minerals,  had  need  to  look  out  for 
fome  other  Caufe.  Th t  Geronjlerre  Water  not 
only  ftrikes  the  Nofe,  but  affedls  the  Head  by  its 
fulphureous  Vapor,  and  creates  Drunkennefs  of 
about  a  quarter  of  an  Flour’s  Continuance.  Few, 
if  any  of  our  Englijh ,  Irijh ,  or  even  German 
Chalybeate  Waters,  that  I  have  examined  or  read 
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of  have  the  Sprightlinefs  and  Vinofity  of  thefe 
Waters,  and  which  are  alfo  peculiarly  remarkable 
for  the  Quantity  of  aerial  Matter,  they  contain, 
L.  which  is  fo  great,  that  they  boil  by  mere 
^-Warmth,  and  burft  the  Bottles,  when  corked 
immediately  after  being  filled.  The  Pouhon 
Water  was  not  weakened  by  the  Earthquake, 
.which  happend  in  1692,  but  is  much  Wronger 
"N^ftice  than  before  :  but  the  fulphureous  Smell  of 
'the  Geronferre  is  fomething  weaker  fince  that 
Shock. 

With  Alcalies  and  other  ufual  Precipitators 
the  Appearances  in  the  Waters  were  on  Experi¬ 
ments  as  follow  :  Soap  lathers  with  both  the 
Geronferre  and  Pouhon  Waters,  but  not  without 
previous  curdling.  Solution  of  Salt  of  Tartar 
produced  only  a  fubtle  white  Cloud  in  them  both; 
and  the  volatile  Alcalies  had  a  like,  or  fcarce  fo 
much  EfFedl.  The  Solution  of  Silver  with  the 
Geronferre  exhibited  only  a  fubtle  Wheyifhnefs, 
but  with  the  Pouhon ,  turns  bluifh-white,  with  a 
fmall  Sediment.  Solution  of  Sugar  of  Lead  with 
the  Geronferre  exhibited  only  a  fubtle  Wheyifh- 
nefs,  but  with  the  Pouhon ,  turns  milky  with  a 
white  Sediment.  Solution  of  Alum  with  the  Ge¬ 
ronfterre ,  exhibited  only  a  fubtle  Wheyifhnefs, 
but  with  the  Pouhon ,  a  grofs  white  Curd. 
Lime  Whiter  with  the  Pouhon  exhibited  a  yellow- 
ifh  grumous  Sediment,  greater  than  in  Pyrmont 
Water.  Thefe  Waters  contain  very  little  calea- 
rious  Nitre  or  calcarious  Earth.  With  Acids,, 
they  both  make  a  very  considerable  Ebullition. 
The  Geronferre  rrnkes  an  Ebullition  with  Oil 
of  Vitriol,  and  with  Spirit  of  Salt,  as  does  alfo 
the  Pouhon  ;  and  with  Spirit  of  Vitriol,  and  difo 
tilled  Vinegar,  they  make  an  Ebullition  of  a  con- 
ftdcrafefe  Qomir^nce.  Rhenifh  Wine  alfo  with, 
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frefh  Pouhon  Water  excites  a  Smoak,  Ebullition, 
and  grateful  Smell.  Milk,  boiled  with  the  Pouhon 
Water  fuffered  no  Coagulation,  but  became  ra¬ 
ther  more  thin  and  fluid  ;  Albumen  Ovi  and  Sali~ 
va  exhibited  fome  Degree  of  Coagulation  by  the 
Pouhon.  With  the  tin&uring  Articles  the  Ap¬ 
pearances  were  thefe:  Galls  flruckthe  Geronflerre 
of  a  claret  Colour  ;  Galls  gave  the  Pouhon ,  at  or 
near  the  Fountain,  a  brown  reddifh  Colour  : 
The  Tinfture  of  Galls  gave  the  Pouhon  here  a. 
deep  Purple.  The  Geronfterre ,  with  Sumach , 
turned  of  a  Beer  Colour.  The  Pouhon ,  with  the* 
Tinflure  of  Sumach ,  turned  of  a  Purple,  The 
Cork  in  the  Flafks  of  the  Pouhon  W ater  is  always 
black.  Green  Tea  turns  it  purple.  Logwood 
gave  a  fine  deep  Blue  to  both  the  Pouhon  and 
< Geronfterre ,  which  they  retained  for  a  D  ^ 
more  Syrup  of  Violets  foon  turned  the 
fterre  green,  as  it  did  alfo  the  Pouhon  a  S* 
which  next  Morning  became  a  deep  Gr; 

’With  Afh  Bark,  the  Geronfterre  exhib’ 
blue  Circle,  and  the  Mixture  was  dal 
underneath.  The  Pouhon  Wat er,  b 
to  Air,  lofes  its  Tranfparency,  a 
whitifh.  The  Sediment,  in  a  Bottle 
was  a  yellow,  reddifii,  Ochre  dike  M  „  it  _ 
fomented  with  Spirit  of  Vitriol,  and  loft  its  Red- 
nefs  on  being  kept  two  Hours  on  the  Fire.  The 
Sediment  of  the  Geronfterre  is  of  a  light  Blue  at 
the  Fountain,  but  every  where  elfe  of  a  dirty  red 
Colour.  The  Sediment  of  the  Pouhon  and  Ge¬ 
ronfterre  agreed  in  the  following  Particulars  : 
They  made  no  Detonation  on  the  Fire  with  Salt 
Petre,  (as  that  of  the  other  Fountains  at  Spa  do, 
particularly  the  Tonnelet  and  Sauvenir :)  Being 
put  in  a  Crucible  on  the  Fire*  they  emitted  a 
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xe  that  of  burnt  Iron,  and  blackened  the 
action  of  Galls  :  Hence  it  is  concluded,  the 
Sulphur  they  contain  is  not  the  common,  but  a 
metallic  Sulphur.  Five  Ounces  of  the  Pouhon 
Sediment  gave  30  Grains  of  a  Salt,  piquant,  fat 
and  bitter ;  Five  Ounces  of  the  Geronfterre  Se¬ 
diment,  gave  two  Scruples  of  a  bitter  and  very 
pungent  Salt :  Both  thefe  Salts  made  no  Ebullition 
with  Acids,  and  both  changed  the  Decoction  of 
Galls  white. 

Their  Virtues. 

In  order  to  give  a  more  particular  Account  of 
the  Virtues  of  thefe  Waters,  we  fliall  previoufly 
defcribe  fome  of  their  moft  remarkable  fenfible 
Effeds  and  Operations.  They  are  diuretick, 
fometimes  cathartic,  and  always  tinge  the  Stools 
black,  as  they  do  alfo  the  Teeth. 

^hey  help  habitual  Coftivenefs,  (proceeding 
from  an  Obftrudion  of  the  Gall  Bladder, 
an  acid  Difcracy  of  thd  Blood)  and  they 
an  habitual  Laxity  of  the  Belly  by 
•ng  the  Fibres.  They  promote  the 
ing  the  belt  Remedy  known  in  the 
nd  yet  they  do  not  lefs  powerfully 
rdinate  Flux  ;  and  though  they  are 
by  their  corroborating  Quality,  they 
aA  .0  be  a  good  Remedy  in  Incontinence 

of  bi me  and  the  Diabetes.  They  are  fuitable 
to  both  Sexes  and  *eveiy  Age  ;  even  Children 
and  old  Men,  with  proper  Advice,  may  take 
them  with  Advantage  . " And  Women  with  Child 
may  take  them  fafely,  .tjjpt  more  fparingly  than 
others,  from  the  fourth  to  the  feventh  Month  of 
their  Pregnancy.  They  are  cooling,  quenching 
Third:  much  more  than  common  Water  $  allay 
Inflammations  $  temper  the  Heat  of  the  Liver ; 
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yet  they  heat,  where  there  is  too  great  Coldnefs ; 
dry,  where  Moifture  abounds  ;  and  •  moiften, 
when  Drynefs  prevails  :  They  comrade  in  Re¬ 
laxations,  and  open  in  Contractions  ;  and  they 
both  cleanfe  and  heal. 

They  exhilerate  and  affedt  our  Spirits  with  a 
much  more  kind  and  benign  Influence,  than 
Win  e  or  fpiiituous  Liquors.  ~  They  incide  and 
a'  fierce  vifeid  and  tartarous  Humours,  cleanfe 
the  Blood,  (Lengthen  the  Stomach  by  their 
Aftringency,  and  corroborate  the  Nerves. 

Over  the  Fountain  o H  Poubon  are  engraven  the 
following  Lines,  exprefiive  of  its  Virtues  :

It  is  very  obfervable  of  thefe,  as  well  as  of  the 
Pyrinont  Waters,  that  their  good  Effects  are 
frequently  not  found,  till  a  confiderable  Time, 
fix  Weeks  or  two  Months  after  drinking  them. 

This  Water  kills  Worms,  Frogs,  Lobfters, 
and  fmail  Fi(hes  ;  and  egregioufly  kills  and  ex¬ 
pels  Worms,  and  all  Sorts  of  Infedts  in  the  hu¬ 
man  Body,  even  by  Urine. 

Externally . 

It  cures  Difeafes  of  the  Tonfils  from  Relaxa¬ 
tion  by  gargling,  helps  loofe  Teeth  and  pendu¬ 
lous  Breafts,  Ozenae,  and  all  phagedenic  and 
dyfepulctic  Ulcers ;  injedbed  into  the  Urethra 
it  cicatrizes  Ulcers,  and  by  its  repelling  V  irtue 
prevents  the  Regeneration  of  Caruncles  there. 

It  helps  the  Fluor  alb  us,  not  only  by  Drinking, 
but  by  Injedlion  into  the  Womb,  and  greatly 
relieves  Ulcers  of  the  Womb  by  its  deterging, 
drying,  and  cicatrizing  Quality :  It  alfo  helps  a 
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Scinhus  and  Cancer  of  rhe  Womb  by  Injeftion. 
—It  helps  the  fimple  Gonorrhoea  by  drinking, 
injetfling,  and  bathing;  and  fortifies  the  Parts  of 

Generation,  weakened  by  Gonorrhoea’s. _ It  is 

Serviceable  in  veneral  Aphtha?,  and  Ulcers  in  the 
Mouth  and  Tongue,  and  eliewhere,  when  the 
Ulcers  are  hard  to  dry,  (the  Virus  being  firft  taken 
away)  being  ufed  in  drinking,  Inje&km,  and 
fomentation.  And  laftly,  it  cures  the  Itch  and 
Puilules,  by  wafhing,  bathing,  and  drinking. 

Internally . 

Notwithstanding  the  aftual  Coldnefs  of  thefe 
Waters,  they  are  of  great  Ufe  in  the  Cure  of 
Catarrhs,  partly  by  drying  up,  and  partly  by 
evacuating  the  ferous  Humours.  In  Palfies  and 
Tremors  arifing  from  Catarrhs,  and  in  Spafms, 
they  are  of  Benefit  ;  and  alfo  in  Megrims  and 
invetera  e  Difeafes  of  the  Head. 

In  tough  Phlegm  colle&ed  in  the  Lungs  they 
are  profitable,  as  inciding  and  abfberfive  ;  though 
forbidden  in  Ulcers  of  the  Lungs,  left  they  Ihould 
too  much  irritate.  T  hey  ate  faid  to  be  a  Speci¬ 
fic  in  the  Scurvy  ;  to  be  very  helpful  in  the  Le- 
profy,  and  in  a  Scabies  in  the  Body,  or  in  the 
Neck  of  the  Bladder ;  alfo  in  Puftules  from  Bile 
a  id  fait  Phlegm  ;  in  Rednefs  of  the  Eyes,  by 
d  inking  and  wafhing ;  in  red  Spots  in  the  Face, 
and  in  red  pimply  Faces,  proceeding  from  hard 
drinking  ;  they  are  good  alfo  in  Eryfipelas,  and 
in  fcorbutic  Haemorrhages. 

They  are  excellent  in  many  Diforders  of  the 
prinnr  Via,  as  in  the  Diarrhara,  Dyfentery,  and 
Lientery,  carrying  off  the  morbific  Matter,  and 
corroborating  the  Inteftines  ;  they  are  of  great 
Service  to  weak  or  relaxed  Stomachs  ;  and  even 

in 
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in  Vomitings,  obftinate  and  inveterate  ;  and  they 
arQ  of  Benefit  in  four  Belchings,  Cholics,  ancL 
Hick  ups. 

M  hey  no  where  exert  their  Efficacy  more  ma« 
nifeflly,  than  in  Obflru£iions  of  the  Liver  and 
Spleen,  and  cure  the  Scirrhus  of  either,  if  not 
confirmed  ;  and  are  reftorative  in  a  Maeies  from 
an  Obftrudtion  of  the  Mefenteries  and  Liver. 

Many  have  been  cured  of  the  Jaundice  by 
them  $  and  they  are  deemed  Specific  in  hypochon¬ 
driac  AffecSl  ions. 

They  cure  intermitting  Fevers j  they  temper 
the  Heat  of  the  Kidneys,  take  away  the  Heat 
and  Smarting  of  the  Urine^  and  aflu age  Pains  of 
the  Kidneys  and  Bladder  :  They  prevent  a  Con¬ 
cretion  of  Sand  and  Generation  of  the  Stone,  and 
deterge  and.  expel  Sand  better  than  any  other 
Remedy,  and  by  continual  Ufe,  take  away  the 
Canfe  of  the  Stone  and  Gravel. 

They  cure  Barrennefs  in  Women,  arifing  from 
too  great  a  Moifture  and  Relaxation  of  the 
Womb  —Ulcers  in  the  Sphindter  of  the  Bladder 
have  been  often  cured  by  them  ;  and  they  are  an 
excellent  Remedy  for  a  Fiflula  from  an  ill  cured 
Abfcefs*  in  Perinseo, 

The  Method  of  ufing  them . 

I  fhall  conclude  by  deferibing  fummirily,  Firft, 
the  Seafon  proper  far  drinking  thefc  Waters  :  Se¬ 
condly,  the  Preparation  of  the  Bv  dy  previous  to 
drinking  them:  Thirdly,  the  Quantity  to  be 
drank,  and  the  Manner  of  drinking,  and  the  Diet 
and  Regimen  to  be  obferved  during  the  Courfe. 
Fourthly,  the  Time  requifite  to  continue  drink¬ 
ing ;  and  laftly,  what  is  neceflary  to  be.  obferved 

after  the  Courfe  is  finifted. 
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luff  as  to  the  Seafon  j  a  ferene  and  dry  State  of 
the  Air  is  undoubtedly  the  befl ;  the  Water  be¬ 
ing  weaker  in  rainy  weather  :  And  indeed,  it  is 
oblkrvable,  that  they  are  weaker  in  cloudy  wea¬ 
ther,  and  mch  as  leans  inclined  to  rain,  than  du¬ 
ring  the  Fall  of  the  Rain  itfelf.  Now  as  the 
Summer  Seafon  is  generally  the  moft  ferene  and 
dry,  as  well  as  the  moll  commodious  for  the  Ex- 
eicne  io  be  ufed  in  the  Couife;  this  is  undoubt¬ 
edly  the  beft  Time,  and  chiefly  from  May  to 
September :  But  yet  thefe  Waters  may  be  drank 
wuh  very  great  Advantage  in  the  veiy  Midlt  of 
V'  inter,  a  ,d  tfpecijlly  in  the  J'une  ofgrea:  Froff, 
'v.itn  i  he)  arc  ir.o't  acid  and  ft:  ongefi  of  all,  even 
itu.iiger  tiiau  in  me  h  <iteil  Weatiier :  But  thefe 
who  drink  them  in  Winter,  ftiould  do  it  by  a 
warm  F,re,  or  in  a  warm  Chamber.  Secondly, 
It  is  neceftary,  previous  to  the  Ufe  of  thefe  Wa¬ 
ters,  to  cleaufe  the  firft  Paflages  by  a  gentle  pur¬ 
gative  Potion,  or  Electuary,  as  the  Lenitive,  or 
CafiP,  and  lometimes  by  a  Vomit,  which  the 
Water  itfelf  now  and  then  effects,  which  is  not 
to  be  difeouraged,  and  fometimes  an  Emetic  from 
the  Shops  may  be  requifite.  It  has  been  obferved, 
that  the  W'aters  have  difagreed,  when  previous 
i  urging  has  been  negleded,  when  after  it,  they 
have  agreed  well.  Thirdly,  as  to  the  Quantity 
to  be  drank,  the  Manner  of  drinking,  and  the 
Diet  and  Regimen  to  be  obferved  during  the 
Couife.  It  is  certain  from  ObErvation,  that  thofe 
are  much  more  benefited,  who  drink  large  Quan¬ 
tities,  than  they  that  drink  final! :  But  the  only 
certain  Meafure  to  be  fettled,  is  that  Quantity 
which  tne  Stomach  can  near  without  Deavinefs 
or  Uneauneis  j  fo  tnat  the  greater  Quantity  any 
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one  .’rinks,  the  betrer,  provided  ;he  Waters  pafs 
off  well.  It  is  adviieable,  however,  to  begin  with 
drinking  from  one  Glafs  or  two,  to  three  or  four, 
each  containing  ten  or  twelve  Ounces  :  Or  to 
begin  with  a  Pint  and  increafe  the  Quantity  d<  ily, 
until  one  arrives  at  that  Mea'ure,  wh'ch  the  Sco¬ 
rn  ich  will  tranfmit;  and  continue  that  Dofe  daily, 
during  the  Courfe ;  and  to  finifh  by  leffening 
daily  the  Quantity  in  the  like  Gradations,  with 
which  it  was  increafed  in  the  Beoinnins:.

It  is  good  to  warm  the  Veffel  out  of  which  one 
drinks,  with  hot  Water.  The  whole  Quantity 
taken  each  Morning,  ftcruld  be  drank  within  the 
Space  of  one  Hour.  After  finishing  each  Mora¬ 
ines  Drinking,  as  above,  it  will  be  convenient  to 
ufe  Exercife  for  fome  Hours,  as  by  walking,  or 
by  riding  on  Plorfe  back,  or  in  a  Chariot,  which 
is  rather  better  than  walking,  as  it  promotes  U- 
rine  rather  than  Sweat,  whuh  .is  more -agreeable* 
to  the  ufual  Courfe  of  the  Waters,  and  Manner 
of  their  Discharge.  When  the  Summer  is  cold 
and  Winter-like,  drinking  them  in  Bed,  or  by  a 
Fire,  and  applying  warm  Napkins  to  the  S.o~ 
mach,  is  recommended.  II  the  Waters  do  not 
pafs,  but  If  gnate  in  the  Guts,  which  is  known 
by  Wind,  Tenrfion  or  Heavinefs  in  that  Region, 
give  a  Clyfter  of  the  Water,  and  H  era-picra.  If 
the  Belly  be  not  naturally  foluble,  let  it  be  kept 
fo  daily.  When  the  Waters  are  paffed  in  almoft 
an  equal  Quantity,  to  what  has  been  drank,  and 
the  Urine  from  a  watery  Colour  is  turned  to  a 
Yellow,  then  it  will  be  proper  to  dme;  and  let 
the  Dinner  confifl  of  Food  of  eafy  Digeftion,  as 
Pu  let!.  Capons,  Partridges,  P ncaffnts,  T  hrufhes, 
tfc.  Mutton,  Veal  and  (Beef  of  three  Years  old 
may  be  allowed)  Rabbets  alfo  and  Hares,  I  louts,

Pke,  Gudgeon,  &c.  Bacon,  Eds,  Tench  and 
Carp  are  for  bidden.  At  Dinner,  Wine,  without 
Water,  fhould  be  drank  ;  and  particularly  Mo- 
felley  or  other  white  Wine,  as  favouring  the  or¬ 
dinary  P adage  of  the  Waters  by  Urine.  No  Wa¬ 
ter  is  to  be  drank  after  Dinner.  Water- Drjnkeis 
are  alfo  advifed  to  avoid  fleeping  in  the  After¬ 
noon,  to  go  to  their  Lodgings  early,  avoiding  the 
Night-Air,  and  other  Occasions  of  Cold  ;  to  ab- 
ftain  from  Venery,  as  very  prejudicial,  and  to 
banifh  all  Grief  and  Inquietude  of  Mind,  as  a 
mortal  Enemy.  They  are  alfo  to  fup  early  and 
l.ght;  on  fuch  as  boiled  Eggs,  or  B  oth  ;  or  in¬ 
deed  not  at  ail,  that  the  Stomach  may  be  empty 
at  the  Time  of  drinking  in  the  Morning:  in  or¬ 
der  to  which,  they  are  to  rife  eaily,  and  walk 
about  half  an  Hour  before  they  begin  to  drink 
the  Waters,  without  heating  the  Body  :  for  mo¬ 
derate  Exercife  difpofes  it  to  pafs  the  Waters  the 
better. 

Fourthly,  As  to  the  Time  of  continuing  the 
Ufe  of  the  Waters;  it  is  ordinarily  extended 
from  twenty  to  thirty,  forty,  or  fifty  Days:  But 
a  much  longer  Term  is  neceflary,  even  a  whole 
Year  or  more;  in  obftinate  and  inveterate  Dif- 
eafes,  great  Obftru&ions  of  the  Vifcera,  Ulcers 
of  the  Kidneys,  the  Stone,  &c. 

Laftly  ;  at  the  End  of  this  Courfe,  it  is  not 
lefs  neceflary  to  purge  than  at  the  Beginning  ; 
for  a  more  frequent  Flux  of  Urine  has  been  ob- 
ferved  to  have  attended  for  fome  Weeks,  after 
leaving  the  Ufe  of  the  Waters  :  And  in  fome,' 
Abfcefles  have  been  formed  in  feveral  Parts,  even 
two  Months  after  their  leaving  the  Waters;  and 
therefore  it  is  advifeable,  that  the  fame  Regimen 
that  was  ufed  at  Spa9  fhould  be  continued  at  leaft 
for  a  whole  Month  afterwards.  Of 
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Of  the  Seltzers  Water. 

'T'  HIS  Water  comes  from  a  Spring  near  a 
Town,  called  Neieler  Seltzers  in  the  Arch- 
bifhopric  of  Triers  in  Germany. 

It  is  limpid,  and  on  pouring  from  one  Veflel 
to  another,  gives  plenty  of  Hubbles  ;  and  is  of  a 
Tafte,  not  fo  Pungent  and  Subacid  as  Others, 
but  fomewhat  Lixivious. 

_  It  Putrifies  more  eafily,  than  any  other  Medi¬ 
cinal  Water  in  Germany  ;  and  therefore  to  keep 
it,  it  is  requifite,  that  the  Bottles  be  well  filed, 
Corked  and  Pitched. 

The  Sol  ution  of  Salt  of  T artar  gave  it  a  Mukv 
Colour,  but  caufed  no  Precipitation.  Here  it 
curdled  with  Soap;  and  with  Solution  of  Silver, 
a  grois  white  Cloud  and  fome  Curd  was  precipi¬ 
tated  from  it. 

With  Acids,  not  only  the  Strong,  but  even 
with  the  Weakeft  it  makes  a  great  Ebullition  ; 
and  with  Rhenifh  Wine  and  Sue ar  it  yields  a 
Smoak,  fome  Hiding,  and  Bubbles  in  great 
Plenty. 

If  Spirit  of  Vitriol  be  added  to  this  Water  to 
the  Point  of  Saturation,  and  then  the  Mixture  be 
exhaled,  it  leaves  a  Salt,  like  the  Tartarum  Vi~ 
triolatum  :  and  if  the  Water  be  mixed  with  Spi¬ 
rit  of  Nitre,  and  evaporated  to  the  Confidence  of 
Chryftallizaticn,  it  is  Paid  to  afford  a  Nitrum  Cu- 
bicum,  (as  an  Argument  of  marine  Salt) — Syrup 
of  Violets  gave  it  a  green  Colour.  Gauls  gave 
no  Tindture  to  the  frefh  Water;  but  here  a  blue 
Circle  at  the  Surface,  and  a  Wheyifhnefs  below: 
Sumack  gave  it  a  deep  Green,  efpecially  in  the 
upper  Part  of  the  Mixture  \  Rhubarb  gave  it  an 
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Orange  Colour :  and  Afli-Bark  a  deep  blue  Circle 
at  the  Surface. 

Two  Pints,  exhaled  by  a  mild  ITat,  gave  fe- 
venty-two  Grains  of  a  Saline  Matter  :  on  this  if 
Oil  of  Vitriol  be  dropped,  a  whitifh  penetrating 
acid  Vapor  afcends,  like  what  arifes  from  Oil  of 
Vitriol  and  common  Salts  ;  a  fecond  Argument 
of  fome  Sal  Marine  :  This  Sediment,  however, 
being  diffolved  and  filtred,  yielded  two  Scruples 
of  pure  alcaline  Salt ;  which  is  the  largeft  Quan¬ 
tity  of.  Alcaline  Salt  yiel$|d  by  any  medicinal 
Water  in  Germany  ;  the  Salt  is  lixivial  and  brae- 
kifh.  The  fame  Salt  turned  prefently  of  a  bright 
green,  with  Syrup  of  Violets,  made  a  great  E- 
bullitLon  with  Vinegar,  and  rubbed  with  Sal  Ar- 
moniac,  emitted  a  pungent,  volatile  Spirit :  and 
the  Solution  of  Mercury  Sublimate  cerrofive,  ad¬ 
ded  to  the  Solution  of  this  Salt,  gave  an  Orange- 
coloured  Sediment,  from  all  which  Appearances* 
the  Alcaline  Nature  of  this  Salt  abundantly  ap¬ 
pears:  yet  it  differed  from  feveral  of  the  native 
Alcalis,  in  that  being  rubbed  on  Beef,  in  Solu¬ 
tion  or  Subftance,  it  did  not  redden  it. 

The  Operation  of  the  Seltzers  Water  is  but -lit¬ 
tle  by  Stool,  but  chiefly  by  Urine;  and  as  it  is 
iparingly  impregnated  with  a  Mineral  volatile.Spi- 
rit,  it  is  of  a  mild  Operation  ;  and  for  this  Rea- 
fon,  is  prefer ibed,  not  only  fafely,  but  often  with 
the  greater  Advantage  to  Perfons  weakened,  ema¬ 
ciated,  and  to  thofe,  whofe  Lungs  are  vitiated  ; 
alfo  to  the  Scorbutic,  and  to  thofe,  who  are 
troubled  with  fpafmodic  Affections  :  and  there  is 
not  a  more  prefent  and  certain  Remedy  than  the 
Seiteran  Waters  mixed  with  Affes  or  Goats  Milk, 
i  n  diluting  crude  Humours,  tempering  and  cot- 
reding  the  Difcrafy  .of  the  Blood  and  Humours 
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in  the  Gout,  and  compofing  fpafmodic  Affe<5lions 
of  the  Nervous  Parts. 

It  is  affirmed,  that  the  People  in  the  Neigh¬ 
bourhood  drink  thefe  Wates  mixed  with  Rhenifli 
Wine  in  equal  Quantity;  and  that  they,  who 
thus  drink  them,  are  obfeived  to  be  lefs  liable  to 
the  Gout,  Gravel,  Stone,  Rheumatifm  and 
Scurvy,  than  Others :  that  in  the  Pleart-burn, 
attended  with  vifcous  Humours  in  the  Stomach, 
this  Water  taken  to  a  Quart  in  the  Morning,  and 
a  Pint  in  the  Evening,"*  is  an  excellent  Medicine  : 
that  it  hath  been  of  Service  in  an  Anafarca,  alfo 
in  the  Gravel  and  Stone ;  an  1  in  malignant  pu¬ 
trid  Fevers,  mixed  with  Lemon  Juice,  it  hath 
been  ufed  to  good  Purpofe,  as  a  common  Drink  : 
And  in  the  ioth  Tome  and  85th  Obfervation  of 
the  An  a  Academic r  Crcfarece,  we  are  informed  of 
an  Atrophy  and  Heflic,  from  the  Venereal  Dif~ 
eafe,  and,  after  the  Mercurial  Salvation,  Guai- 
acum  and  Sarfa  Deco&ion  had  been  ufed  in 
vain,  cured  by  drinking  two  Parts  of  iSW/zm  Wa¬ 
ter  and  one  of  Goat's  Milk  warm,  in  the  Morn¬ 
ing  a  Bed,  from  half  a  Pint,  gradually  increafed 
to  a  Pint  and  half,  for  fix  Weeks;  whereupon 
the  Third,  Heat  and  colliquative  Sweats  vanifh- 
ed,  and  a  compieat  Recovery  enfued  :  and  a  fe¬ 
cund  Indance  is  given  of  a  Perfon  in  the  likeCir- 
cumdances,  who,  after  a  Salivation,  fell  into  an 
Atrophy  with  colliquative  Sweats,  and  was  cured 
by  drinking  the  Seltzers  Water  and  Goats  Milk, 
in  the  fame  Proportion,  for  ten  Weeks :  and 
though  {he  differed  Lome  little  Relapfe  and  Me- 
naces  of  the  Atrophy  re' urning  about  the  vernal 
Equinox,  by  repeating  the  fame  Method  yearly 
for  three  Months,  {he  was  entirely  redored.

Virtues  thereof,  we  beg  leave  to  refer  our  Readers. 


Of  the  Malvern  Waters. 

'THERE  are  two  Springs,  which  more  pe¬ 
culiarly  deferve  Notice.  The  Source  of  one 
is  about  a  Quarter  of  a  Mile  below  the  Village 
of  great  Malvern :  This  is  a  light  and  very  plea- 
fant  Chalybeate.  The  Other  rifes  higher  up  the 
Hill,  about  the  Mid- way  betwixt  Great  and  little 
Malvern ,  and  has  been  long  diftinguifhed  by  the 
Name  of  the  Holy  Well ;  having  for  more  than  a 
Century  been  famous  for  the  Cure  of  many  obfti- 
nate  Difeafes.  Thefe  W aters  have  been  analyfed  bv 
Dr.  Wa//y  an  eminent  Phyfician  at  Worcejler ,  and 
many  Experiments  and  Obfervations  made  there¬ 
on  by  him  ;  and  as  that  ingenious  Gentleman  has 
favoured  the  Public  with  an  Account  of  fuch  Ex¬ 
periments  and  Obfervations,  and  alfo  of  a  Num¬ 
ber  of  very  extraordinary  Cures  performed  by 
them,  we  think,  it  will  be  moft  fatisfa£ory  to 
our  Readers  to  give  them  an  Abftradl  of  what 
that  learned  Phyfician  hath  faid  concerning  them. 

Poth  thefe  Springs,  the  Dodtor  fays,  are  of  un¬ 
common  Purity.  In  the  Year  1743,  after  a  very 
dry  Seafon,  he  evaporated  three  Quarts  of  the 
Holy  Well  Water  in  an  open  Silver  Veflel  \  when 

no 
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no  Refrduum  was  left,  that  could  be  colletted- 
only  the  Bottom  of  the  Veflel  was  tinged  wrh  a 
pale  yellow  Colour  :  A  Proof  that  the  Water 
contains  fome  bituminous  or  oily  Parts.  And  laft 
Year  after  a  long  wet  Seafon,  when  the  Source 
muft  have  received  fome  Foulncfs  from  the  Mix¬ 
ture  of  extraneous  Bodies  waftrd  into  it,  bv'the 
continual  Rains,  two  Quarts  of  this  Water  being 
carefully  and  (lowly  ev.ipor  ted,  left  only  half  a 
Grain  of  Earth,  and  a  very  inconfiderable  Quan¬ 
tity  of  a  Saline  Matt,  r,  too  final  I  to  be  eftimated  : 
probably  not  the  6oth  Part  of  a  Grain 

This  extraordinary  Purty  feems  to  be  the  dif- 
tinguifliing  Chara£leriftic  of  thefe  Waters  y  in 
which  Refped,  they  greatly  exceed  any,  ’that 
have  hitherto  come  to  our  Knowledge.

It  rnay  be  proper  here  to  observe,  that  this 
Earth  (by  which  Word  we  mean  the  Matter  left 
upon  the  Evaporation  of  mineral  Waters,  when 
perfectly  cleared  of  all  Saits)  is  foluble  only  in 
part  by  the  ftrongeft  Acids  ;  but  that  the  much 
greater  Portion  of  it  eludes  their  Force,  and  even 
the  Violence  of  Fire  itfelf :  much  lefs  therefore 
can  it  be  conquered  by  the  digeftive  Powers  of  the 
human  Body.  Thofe  Waters  confequently  muft 
be  mod  falutary,  which  contain  the  ft  weft  of 
thefe  info! able  Particles.  The  Chalybeate  Spring 
approaches  the  Holy  Well  nearly  in  Point  of  Pu¬ 
rity  : 
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rity  :  for  two  Quarts  of  this  are  found  to  conta’n 
only  one  Grain  of  Earth,  one  Grain  of  Iron,  and 
neaily  the  fame  Quantity  of  a  murlati;  Salt,  which 
grows  moiii:  in  the  Air,  and  therefore  appears  to 
be  Bittern.  On  this  Account,  it  feems  to  chal¬ 
lenge  one  of  the  fir  ft;  Places  amon^ft  the  Waters 
of  this  Clafs  :  for  though  it  be  not  fo  highly  dm- 
pregnated  with  Iron,  as  lb  me  others,  yet  it  is 
fufficiently  fo  to  anfwer  all  our  Expeblatio:  s  from 
it  as  a  Chalybeate  ;  and  being  much  lefs  loaded  with 
Earth  than  any  other,  it  fee  ms  probable,  that  the 
ferruginous  Particles  will  for  that  Rtafon  bemoie 
readily  and  intimately  mixed  with  the  Blood  and 
Juices,  whilft  the  Water,  by  its  extreme  Purity, 
pervading  the  fineft  Vefiels,  wafhes  away  the  acri¬ 
monious  Salts  and  obftrudting  Viicidities. 

From  the  mod  accurate  Analyfis,  it  appears, 
that  at  the  Spring  Head,  Pouhon  Spa  Water  con¬ 
tains  four  times  more  of  the  Chalybeate  Principle, 
than  this  Spring ;  but  at  the  fame  Time  is  loaded 
'  with  four  times  more  Earth.  Tunbridge  Water 
contains  three  times  more  Iron,  but  has  fix  times 
more  Earth.  Cheltenham  and  Scarborough  Waters 
have  only  the  fame  Quantity  of  Iron,  but  are  very 
much  loaded  with  Earth.  Cheltenham  Water  in 
particular  contains  eighty-eight  times  more  than 
this  Spring.  And  to  inftance  no  more,  Bath 
Water  has  nine  times  lefs  of  the  Chalybeate  Prin¬ 
ciple,  and  contains  twenty- eight  times  infoluble 
Parts  more  than  the  Malvern  Water  does* 

Thus  far  the  Purity  of  the  Waters,  in  refpeT 
of  Earth,  has  been  confidered  ,  but  they  are  ajfo 
poflefied  of  a  mineral  Spirit,  and  fome  other  Prin¬ 
ciples,  not  fo  eaftly  difcoverable  by  Experiments, 
to  which  notwithftandiug  their  Virtue^  may  pro¬ 
bably  be  in  a  great  Meafure  owing. 
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The  Water  of  the  Chalybeate  Well  at  the 
Spring  Head,  inftantly  ftrikes  a  fair  Purple  with 
G*auls ;  and  if  carefully  taken  up  and  clofe  corked, 
will  retain  the  fame  Property  federal  Flours  j  but 
the  Colour  gradually  grows  more  and  more  pale, 
and  at  laft  approaches  to  the  Orange.  The  Wa¬ 
ter  of  the  Holy  Well ,  when  drank  immediately  as 
it  comes  out  of  the  Hill,  leaves  a  peculiar  Pert- 
nets  in  the  I  hroat.  This  is  by  fome  likened  to? 
the  I  afte  of  Brafs  or  Alum,  and  is  moft  percepti¬ 
ble  by  thofe,  who  have  not  been  ufed  to  the  Wa¬ 
ter  ;  but  this  Tafte  is  foon  loft,  and  the  Water 
grows  fofter  after  it  has  been  kept  fome  Time, 
though  the  Bottles  be  ever  fo  carefully  flopp’d. 

With  this  Water  either  Acids  or  Alcalies.  mix 
without  the  leaft  Alteration  in  Tranfparency,  and 
without  any  Precipitation  or  Conflict.  And  yet, 
it  feems  to  contain  a  concealed  Acid,  becaufe 
Iron  laid  in  the  Water  is  corroded  ;  and  a  Solu¬ 
tion  of  Silver,  though  at  nrft  it  mixes  without  any 
Milkynefs,  yet  by  Handing  fome  Time  the  Wa-* 
ter  grows  gradually  whitifh,  and  then  muddy, 
and  of  a  dirty  reddifh  Purple,  and  at  laft  a  Pow¬ 
der  of  a  deep  purple  Colour  is  precipitated  :  which 
is  the  Effect  of  the  Vitriolic  Acid.  A  Solution 
of  Soap  in  Spirit  of  Wine  being  poured  into  this' 
Water,  produces  a  very  pale  pearl  Colour,  but 
without  curdling  in  the  leaft.  This  Colour  is 
much  lefs  milky  in  dry  Seafons  than  after  much 
Rain  :  a  Proof  that  the  Water  is  more  pure  in  the 
former.  Upon  the  Whole,  the  Efficacy  of  this 
Water  feems  chiefly  to  urife  from  its  great  Purity  ; 

1  whereby  it  is  enabled  to  pals  through  the  final  left 
Veflels,  and  not  being  loaded  with  any  Salts  or 
Earth,  is  capable  of  diflolving  more  than  thofe 

Waters,  which  are  already  faturated  with  them. 

C  Its 
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Its  Effects  externally,  both  in  Lotion  and  ba¬ 
thing,  may,  in  a  great  Meafure,  depend  upon 
the  fame.  Since  it  is  part  all  Doubt,  that  Fluids 
may  enter  the  Body  this  Way  by  the  abforbing 
VefTels;  and  that  thofe  will  be  mod  eafily  admitted, 
which  are  pureft  and  leaft  loaded  with  heterogene¬ 
ous  Particles,  And  as  Waters,  which  are  full  of 
flyptic  or  infoluble  Earths,  are  well  knowTn  to  oc- 
Cafion  glandular  Obflrudfions ;  fo,  vice  verfa ,  pure 
elementary  Water  feems  to  be  the  more  efficacious 
of  all  Remedies  in  thefe  Disorders. 

But  befide  this  extreme  Purity,  this  Water  mull 
be  a  Aided  in  it’s  Action  by  a  volatile  mineral 
Spirit,  which  it'  appears  to  contain,  as  well  as 
by  the  bituminous,  or  oily  Parts  ;  and  probably  by 
fome  others  not  yet  difeovered.  For,  however 
the  Methods  of  examining  Mineral  Waters  may 
have  been  improved  by  the  Sagacity  of  later  Chy- 
mids,  we  are  certainly  dill  very  far  from  Perfec¬ 
tion  in  that  Point;  and  perhaps,  the  mod  aQive 
Parts  of  Waters,  on  which  their  Virtues  chiefly 
depend,  may  lie  fo  much  out  of  our  Reach,  as 
not  to  be  the  Qbjc£ls  of  Senfe,  qt  difcoverable  by 
any  Experiments,  Let  any  one  examine  the  mod 
curious  Analyfr  of  Bath  or  Spa  Waters ,  hitherto 
published,  and  he  mud  necefiarily  be  convinced 
of  this  Truth.  Some  Preparations  of  Antimony 
and  other  Minerals  will,  we  know,  communicate 
very  extraordinary  Qualities  to  Liquors  in  which 
they  are  infufed,  and  yet  as  nothing  difcernable 
h  loft  by  the  Mineral,  fo  nothing  could  by  any 
Amlyfis,  be  difeovered  in  the  medicated  Liquor, 
May  not  Waters  therefore  be  impregnated  in  fome- 
wh.it  the  fame  Way,  by  Effluvia  from  mineral 
Subdances ;  and  perhaps  from  fome  hitherto  un¬ 
known  to  and  whofe  Properties  therefore  we 
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are  unacquainted  with  ?  And  who  will  venture 
iO  aflert,  that  there  may  not  be  many  Inch  in  the 
Bow. Is  of  the  Earth  ?  But  whether  by  any  Ex¬ 
periments  we  can  difeover  the  principal  Contents 
of  this  Water,  or  not,  fo  long  as  it  is  found  to 
produce  fuch  extraordinary  Effcdds,  we  may  reft 
iatisfied.  And  Experience  here  fpeaks  loudly  in 
its  Favour,  it  having  been  long  ufed  with  the  ut- 
moit  Succefs  in  the  following  Diforders. 

Their  Virtues. 

In  all  Difeafes  of  the  Skin  or  cutaneous  Dif- 
tempers  thefe  Waters  are  the  mod  powerful  and 
effectual  Remedy  ever  yet  found  out;  fince  they 
not  only  remove  all  Eruptions  and  FoulnefTes  of 
the  Skin,  but  have  perfectly  cured  even  the  moft 
confirmed  Leprofies;  as  appeals  by  ihe  moft  un¬ 
doubted  Teftimony.  They  are  alfo  of  the  ut« 
moft  Benefit  in  all  fcrophulous  Cafes,  Tumours 
and  glandular  Obftruflions  ;  alfo  in  feald  Heads  ; 
in  all  old  Sores,  and  even  in  Cancers  ;  and  there  is 
undeniable  Proof,  that  they  have  perfectly  reftored 
to  Health  many  Perfons,  who  have  been  afflifled 
with  the  Kings-Evii  in  the  moft  miferable  Man¬ 
ner  :  Thev  are  of  prodigious  Service  in  all  In¬ 
flammations  and  other  Difeafes  of  the  Eyes ;  they 
have  alfo  been  found  very  beneficial  in  the  Go ut. 
Stone,  Scurvy,  and  all  cachetic  bilious  and  para¬ 
lytic  Cafes  ;  in  inveterate  Diforders  of  the  Head, 
and  alfo  where  the  natural  Difcharges  of  the  Sex, 
are  deficient,  which  they  afiift  by  procuring  a  due 
Fluidity  of  the  Humours. - -there  is  one  Dis¬ 

order,  however,  in  which  thefe  Waters  are  found 
not  to  agree,  which  is  the  Cardialgia  or  Heart¬ 
burn. 

C  %  In 
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In  cutaneous  Difeafes,  the  internal  Ufe  of  the 
W  a£er  is  apt,  for  fome  Days,  to  increafe  the 
Eruptions ;  but  by  longer  Continuance  it  wafhes 
them  of},  and  clears  the  Skin.  In  fcorbutic  Ha¬ 
bits  alfo,  it  produces  fimilar  Effects,  when  applied 
externally  ;  but  by  continuing  it’s  Ufe,  all  thefe 
angry  Pimples  are  commonly  foon  healed,  and  dis¬ 
appear.  Thefe  EffeCls  were  very  remarkable  in 
Mary  Dudley  and  Jehu  Townjhend ,  both  In*  Pa¬ 
tients  of  the  IVorceJier  Infii  mary  :  The  former  of 
thefe  was  received  for  a  fcorbutic  Ulcer  in  the  Leg, 
of  long  Handing,  attended  with  a  great  DeHuxion 
on  the  Parts,  and  a  large  Eruption  over  the  whole 
Limb.  The  Ulcer  was  digeRed  and  filled  with 
!lefh,  but  could  not  be  cicatrized  by  the  ufual 
Draftings  ;  till  at  la  ft,  by  drinking  Malvern  W  a- 
ter,  and  applying  Linen  to  the  Sore,  kept  con- 
ftantly  wet  with  the  fame,  it  was  perfectly  healed 
in  a  Fortnight.  The  fcorbutic  Eruptions  .were, 
for  the  firft  four  or  live  Days,  prodigioufly  in¬ 
creased  over  the  whole  Body  ;  and  particularly  the 
Parts  which  were  covered  with  the  wet  Rags,  ap  ¬ 
peared  intenfely  red,  from  innumerable  Pimples 
which  were  brought  out  by  the  Water  ;  but  they 
went  off  by  peifevering  in  the  fame  Regimen  and 
Application.  During  this  Cpurfe  fhe  accidentally 
had  a  Fail  down  Stairs,  by  which  her  Leg  was 
much  bruifed,  and  a  lacerated  Wound  made  on 
the  Shin,  almoft  down  to  the  Bone  :  She  did  not 
mention  this  to  her  Surgeon,  but  only  applied  the 
Water  to  it,  in  the  fame  Manner  as  had  been  di¬ 
rected  for  her  other  Leg,  by  which  the  Wound 
was  healed  in  three  or  four  Days.  —  John  Town - 
Jhend  had  been  in  the  Houfe  from  June  19,  1756, 
for  a  fcrophulous  Ophthalmy  ;  to  remove  which, 
he  had  taken  the  moft  powerful  Medicines,  and 

various 
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various  external  Applications  had  been  tried  inef¬ 
fectually.  Indeed  his  health  very  vifibiy  declined, 
and  there  appeared  great  danger  of  his  falling  in’ 
to  a  HeCiic.  At  length,  on  February  14,  1757* 
he  was  put  upon  the  Ufe  of  Malvern  Water,  both 
internally  and  externally  ;  by  which,  hi  a  few 
Days  he  found  a  great  AJteration  for  the  better,, 
both  with  regard  to  his  Health  and  his  Ey es,  and 
was  difeharged,  greatly  relieved,  on  the*  9th  of 
April,  1757  ;  fmee  which  Time  he  has  conllamly 
perfevered  in  the  Ufe  of  the  Water,  and  is  now 
perfectly  cured. 

The  Waters,  upon  their  firft  Ufe,  create  in 
fome  a  flight  Naufea  ;  others  they  purge  brifkly 
for  three  or  four  Days ;  but  are  diuretic  in  all. 
The  former  Effects  are  probably  accidental,  aid¬ 
ing  only  from  their  being  taken  in  too  large 
Quantities,  or  from  their  dilfolving  fome  acrimo¬ 
nious  Salts,  or  bilious  Foulnefles,  in  the  firft 
Paffages.  Perfons  who  have  been  ufed  to  Malt 
Liquors  they  commonly  render  coftive  :  But  there 
are  Inllances,  where  the  Waters,  after  having 
been  drank  a  confiderable  Time,  fuddenly  take  a 
Turn  downwards,  and  purge  brifkly.  Such  an 
EfleCt  they  had  upon  the  late  Edivard  Popham , 
Efq.  of  the  Lodge ,  near  'Tewke/bury.  This  Gen¬ 
tlest!  a  n  was  quite  crippled  by  the  Gout,  and  had 
in  a  manner  loft  the  Ufe  of  all  his  Limbs.  The 
marvellous  Cures  performed  at  the  Holy  Well  in¬ 
duced  him,  about  ten  Years  ago,  to  make  Trial 
of  it.  After  he  had  drank  the  Water  about  a 
Month,  a  violent  Diarrhea  came  on,  and  lafted 
feveral  Days,  from  which  he  found  great  Relief, 
recovering  his  Spirits,  and  in  a  great  Meafure  the 
Ufe  of  his  Limbs.  And  as  a  Teftimony  or  the 
Benefit  he  had  received,  be  built  a  Bath  under 

C  3  the 
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the  Spout  ;  the  antient  one  being  in  a  very  ruin¬ 
ous  Condition.  Dr.  Wall  always  advifes  his 
Patients  to  drink  freely  of  the  Water  for  fome 
Days,  or  Weeks,  before  they  ufe  them  ex¬ 
ternally,  The  empirical  Method  of  Application, 
which  has  hitherto  been  fuccefsfully  pracftifed,  is 
to  vvaih  Sores,  Tumors,  fsV.  under  the  Spout, 
feveral  Times  a  Day  ;  covering  the  Parts  after¬ 
wards  with  Cloths  dipt  in  the  fame  Water,  and 
moiftened  from  Time  to  Time,  as  often  as  they 
grow  dry. — Thofe  who  bathe  for  cutaneous 
Foulneffes,  ufually  go  into  the  Water  with  their 
Linen  on,  and  drefs  upon  it  wet.  This  Method, 
odd  as  it  is,  has  never  yet,  that  I  have  heard  of, 
been  attended  with  any  ill  Confequence ;  though 
J  have  known  it  ufed  by  feveral  very  tender  Per- 
fons.  A  Gentlewoman  in  TVorceJler  applied 
the  Water  to  her  Legs,  on  account  of  a  violent 
and  very  painful  fcorbutic  Eruption  in  thofe 
Parts.  She  lay  every  Night  with  her  Limbs 
wrapped  up  in  wet  Linen  ,  and  yet  never  received 
t'he  lead  Cold  from  it.  The  painful  Itching  is 
relieved  by  nothing  fo  foon,  or  fo  effe&ually,  as  by 
thisApplication,  file  therefore  has  always  recourfe 
to  it,  whenever  the  Diforder  makes  a  frefli  Ap¬ 
pearance  ;  and  always  finds  Eafe  and  Advantage 
from  it.  A  Boy,  aged  eleven  Years,  and  Leprous 
from  the  Birth,  was  laft  Year  fent  to  the  Springs 
by  an  Eminent  Phyfician,  who  had  before  tried 
various  "Methods  with  him  unfuccefsfully.  Pie 
‘continued  at  the  Holy  Well  about  three  Months, 
and  was  kept  conftantly  wet  over  his  whole  Body, 
all  that  Time.  He  went  home  perfe&ly  cured, 
and  I  hear  continues  well. 

A  young  Gentleman  of  Fortune  was  laft  Year 

brought  to  the'Springs,  on  Account  of  afcrophu- 

lous 
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lous  Diforder  in  his  Foot,  and  Elbow.  When  he 
firft  came  there,  he  was  much  emaciated  and 
hedical,  and  had  a  dry  troublefome  Cough.  The 
Cough  and  other  hedtic  Symptoms  went  oft  en¬ 
tirely  in  lefs  than  a  Month,  notwithftanding  he 
conftantly  kept  the  d  Leafed  Parts  wet  with  the 
Waters,  fo  far  was  he  from  taking  Cold  by  the 
Application.  There  is  at  p  re  lent  great  Reafon 
to  hope,  he  will  find  a  perfed  Cure,  of  which, 
when  he  firft  came,  there  appeared  not  the  leaft 
Probability  :  for  feveral  of  the  Bones  in  the  Foot 
were  foul  and  greatly  enlarged,  as  were  alfp  the 
Bones  at  the  Elbow,  and  many  finous  Ulcers  in 
both  Parts  :  the  Leo-  arid  Arm  being  alfo  much 
emaciated,  and  the  latter  almoft  rigid.  His 
Limbs  have  now  recovered  their  Flefh,  and  he 
has  a  confiderable  Degree  of  Motion  in  the 
Arm  ;  the  deep  Ulcers  both  in  the  Elbow  and 
Foot  are  healed,  and  the  Integuments  flick  down 
to  the  Bones  ;  nothing  now  remaining,  but  two 
very  fuperficial  Ulcerations,  which  are  clean  and 
difpofed  to  heal. 

When  the  Water  is  applied  externally,  efpeci- 
ally  to  old  Sores  or  glandular  Obftrudions,  it  is  apt 
at  firft  to  bring  on  a  flight  Fever  and  inflame  the 
Parts.  This  adventitious  Heat  is  commonly  foon 
relieved  by  drinking  freely  oF  the  Water,  which 
wafhes  out  of  the  Habit  any  morbid  Particles 
which  may  have  been  received  into  the  Circu¬ 
lation,  and  the  Fever  ufually  goes  oft  in  four 
Days  at  furtheft.  Sometimes,  when  the  W ater 
is  applied  to  indurated  Glands,  or  incyfted  Tu¬ 
mours,  the  Heat  rifes  higher,  fo  as  to  bring  on 
Suppurations  \  an  Event  by  no  means  to  be  dreaded, 
fincc  thereby  the  vifcid  ftagnant  Juices  are  atte¬ 
nuated,  conceded,  and  fo  fitted  for  Evacuation, 
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and  the  Circulation  (which  in  fcrophulous  Per~ 
fons  is  u Tu ally  too  languid,  either  from  a  Lentor 
in  the  Fluids,  or  too  great  Debility  in  the  Fibres) 
is  accelerated  and  invigorated.  I  he  common 
People  are,  from  long  Obfervation,  fowellappri- 
fed  of  thefe  Effects,  that  they  think  the  Aflifl:- 
ance  of  a  Surgeon  is  upon  no  Occafion  neceflary  ; 
and  their  ufual  Phrafe  is,  that  Water  will  break  any 
Tumour,  and  afterwards  heal  it.  This,  as  many 
other  popular  Opinions,  is  very  erroneous :  for 
granting  the  Lotion  to  be  one  of  the  belt  Appli¬ 
cations  in  fuch  Cafes,  yet  it  certainly  may  require 
the  Hand  of  a  fkilful  Surgeon,  to  open  the 
AbfcefTes,  or  dilate  Sinufes  ;  to  prevent  the  Lodg¬ 
ment  of  Matter,  or  procure  a  free  Difcharge  by  a 
proper  depending  Opening.  After  this  is  done, 
the  Water  is  perhaps  the  beft  DrefTing  that  can  be 
applied,  and  feldora  fails  to  effedi  a  Cure  foon, 
which,  without  fuch  Affiftance,  might  be  un¬ 
certain,  or  at  beit  very  tedious. 

'  For  a  more  particular  Account  of  the  Virtues 
of  thefe  Waters  and  the  extraordinary  cures  per¬ 
formed  by  them,  we  would  refer  the  Reader  to 
Dr.  Wall’s  Book. 

N.  B .  As  having  thefe  Waters,  and  indeed 
all  others,  genuine,  is  of  the  greateft  Con- 
fequence  to  thofe,  who  drink  them,  we  can 
fafely  recommend  the  Malvern  JVa'er  that  is 
fold  by  Mr,  Owen  ( Sue ee for  to  the  late  Mr* 
Eyres),  at  his  Mineral- Water  Warehoufe  in 
Fleet-Street ,  as  being  filled  and  fealed  under  the 
Infpedion  of  Mr.  Davis,  Apothecary  and  Chy- 
nfift  in  IVorcefer  >  who  together  with  Dr.  W all 
of  the  fame  City,  hath  made  many  ingenious  Expe¬ 
riments  on  thefe  Waters.

found  chiefly  appropriated  and  adapted  to  fanguine, 
bilious,  plethoric,  and  inflammatory  Habits  ;  it  be¬ 
ing  cooling,  thinning,  refolving,  and  promoting  the 
ExpulAon  of  noxious  Humours,  braces  and  flrength- 
ens  the  Body,  corrects  and  thins  fizey,  faline,  acrid 
and  putrefcent  juices,  in  which  Cafes  it  is  fpecific, 
and  greatly  Arengthens  weak  and  relaxed  Nerves  and 
Veffels.  Outwardly,  it  difcuffes,  cleanfes,  and 
heals.

In  hot  Scurvies,  Leprofies,  ulcerated  King’s  Evil, 
Venereal  Diforders,  feminal  Gleets,  uterine  Weak- 
nefles,  Fluor  Albus  with  a  very  Prong  Deception  of 
the  Woods.  —  In  Heflics,  Beginning  of  Confumptions 
efpecially  if  drunk  with  a  Prong  Decoction  of  Rai- 
iins,  Liquorice,  and  Ground-Ivy,  in  Turnip-juice: 
or  Water. 

Inflammatory  Rheumatifms,  attended  with  a  high 
'Fever,  if  a  Bottle  is  drank  every  Night  made  into  a 
Whey  with  half  a  Pint  of  boiling  Milk,  a  Gill  of 
white  Wine,  and  an  Ounce  of  Diacodium.. 

In  dry  Aithmas  attended  with  little  or  no  Spitting,, 
or  no  Adheflon  of  the  Lungs  to  the  Pleura.  In  fre¬ 
quent  Abortions,  drunk  either  alone,  o.r  with  a  little 

•m  Cinnamon- 


Cinnamon-water,  twice  bt  thrice  k  Day  to  the  End  of- 
the  Seven  Months,  it  has  rarely  failed.  In  Inflam¬ 
mation  of  the  Eyes,  even  when  the  Perfon  has  been 
fome  Time  blind.  It  has  cured  fome  occult  Cancers* 

It  has  effectually  reflored  Conflitutions  fhattered  and  | 
almoff  worn  out  with  Intemperance  and  Debauchery. 

In  the  Stone  and  Gravel  drank  a  whole  Summer 
Seafon  or  two,  it  has  not  only  cured,  but  prevented 
the  Return  of  the  Diftemper.  In  habitual  and  violent 
Vomitings,  Indigeflion,  and  Want  of  Appetite.  In 
feveral  Agues.  It  cures  Wounds  and  Ulcers.  Edf- 
fedually  cures  Worms  and  prevents  their  breeding. 
In  fiiorr,  it  is  a  mofl  fovereign  Remedy  in  Difeafes 
■from  too  great  Abundance  of  Blood  or  Bile,,  or  a 
'Congeflion  of  them  in  any  Part  of  the  Body,;  and 
Difeafes  from  an  acrid  Saltnefs  of  the  Blood  or  juices. 
Or  in  a  Weaknefs  or  Relaxation  of  the  Nerves  and 
VefTels,  or  in  any  putrefeent  State  of  the  Blood.  But 
It  is  by  no  Means  advifeable  where  there  is  a  preva¬ 
lent  Acid,  or  flow,  languid,  ‘fiuggifh  Circulation,  as 
in  cold,  phlegmatic  Bodies,  or  where  the  Lungs  are 
loaded  with  Phlegm,  or  where-  any  natural  necefiary
